RESOLUTIONS 


The Western Congress 
Mapping Work. 


It Favors Opening Mints to 


Silver Coinage, 


The San Pedro Deep- harbor 
Proposition. 


A Warm Discussion on Nicaragua Canal Con- 
struction — Election of Permanent 
Officers —St. Louis Chosen asthe 
Next Place of Meeting. 


By Telegranh to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The session of the 
Transmississippi Congress this morn- 
ing was not a quiet one. The Com- 
mittee on Resolutions was to have 
made a general report, but instead of 
doing so it presented the following res- 
olutions: 

“Whereas, this convention is repre 
sentative of all political parties, and 
the discussion of purely partisan sub- 
jects would tend to weaken its unity 
and the influence of its action, without 
serving any useful purpose; therefore, 
be it 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of this 
Congress that it is inexpeditious that 
formal action be taken by the body 
upon any purely partisan question.” 

The introduction of this resolution 
caused a division in the convention. A 
number of members stated that if the 
congress decided any questions which af- 
fected their political party they would 
not abide by, the decision. Others ex- 
pressed oppdsite views, and, after a 
running debate of an hour or two, the 
resolution was laid on the table. 

The chair announced that the selec- 
tion of a new president and of the 
next place of meeting would be in or- 
der immediately after receiving the re- 
port of the Committee on Permanent 
Organization. 

The Committee on Permanent Or- 
ganization submitted a partial report. 
It recommended for president Harry B. 
Whittemore of Missouri; vice-presi- 
dents, J. W. Van Derwerker of Ari- 
Colorado; A. E. Cas- 
tle of California, J. A. Finch of Idaho; 
H. B. Wyman of Iowa, ll. B. Compson 
of Oregon, L. B. Prince of New Mex- 
ico, George W. Scott of Utah, Judge 
Knight of Wyoming, M. L. Gray of 
Missouri, H. L. Frank of Montana, C. 
D. Foster of South Dakota, John P. 
Pryor of Texas. The ~ report was 
adopted unanimously, and the chair 
declared Whittemore elected president 
of the congress. . The congress then 
took a recess until 2 p.m. 

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion, as recommended by the Commit- 
tee on Reorganization, Julian Sontagg 
of San Francisco was elected secretary 
to serve during the present. convention. 
The committee made no reference to 
a permanent secretary, but there is a 
tacit understanding that a permanent 
secretary will be elected before the 
final adjournment. 

When the matter of selecting a point 
at which the next congress shall be 
held, the cities of St. Louis, Denver 
and Biose City were put in nomina- 
tion. At the request of the Colorado 
delegation Denver was withdrawn, 
however, and. the final vote resulted 
in 418 votes for St. Lowis and 151 for 
Boise City. St. Louis was then de- 
clared the unanimous choice of the con- 
vention. 

The report of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions was then received and the fol- 
lowing resolutions were submitted and 
adopted: Memorializing Congress for 
such an appropriation for the improve- 
ment of the rivers of California as 
will permit hydraulic mining to be 
prosecuted without hindranee to navi- 
gation; recommending the passage of 
the Caminetti bill for the improvement 
of the navigable rivers of California 
under the special contract system; 
memorializing Congress ‘or a liberal 
and sufficient appropriation for the 
improvement of the rivers and harbors 
in the new State of Washington, in- 
eluding Columbia River and Olympia 
Harbor, and for building a ship canal 
connecting Lakes Washington and 
Union with Puget Sound; memorializ- 
ing Congress to push to speedy comple 
tion improvements now under way on 
the Columbia River; memorializing 
Cengress for appropriations for the im- 
prevement of Port Harford to meet 
commercial demands and to afford a 
harbor of refuge for deep-sea vessels; 
memorializing Congress, for appropria- 
tions for the permanent and complete 
improvement of the Mississippi River 
from its source to the jetties. 

A lively discussion was provoked by 
the committee's resolution, memorializ- 
ing Congress for the necessary appropri- 
ations to insure the construction and 

completion in the shortest time hossible 
of a deep-water harbor, at such a point 
on the coast of Southern California, 
near the city of Los Angeles, as may 
be deemed most favorable for such a 
harbor by the United Staies govern- 
ment. « 

William Hl. Cubery offered an amend- 
ment, declaring it the sense of the 
convention that sucn improvements be 
made on San Pedro Harbor. He argued 
that the resolution should be definite, 
inasmuch as the government eng ineer- 
ing boards had repeate diy decided in fa- 
vor of San Pedro Harbor. 

W. L. Merry of San Francisco stoutly 
opposed the amendment, which. finally 
prevailed by a large majority vote. 
Whe resolution as amended then passed. 

A resolution was introduced, memo- 
rializing Congress for a liberal appro- 
priation for the completion of the im- 
provements of Oakland Harbor, and 
that Oakland be made a port of deliv- 
ery. The resclutiog Was adopted memo- 
rializing Congress for” appropriations

lor adecuate defenses on Puget 


Sound, and requesting that one or more 


War vessels be Stationed there. 

The most spirited debate of the ses- 
sion then followed on the Nicaragua 
(inal question. The Committee on Res- 
olutions reported a memorial, asking 
Prompt construction of the Nicaragua 


Canal, under such conditions as are 
provided in the Morgan bill, or under 
any other measure that will insure 


to the United States speedy completion 
of the enterprise. This resolution was 
the one favored by Capt. W. L. Merry, 
a delegate, Whw is a stockholder in the 
resent canal Company. 

W. J. Thompson of San Francisco 
meved that the clause referring to the 
Morgan bill be stricken out, and that 
the following words be inserted: ‘‘That 
such canal be owned and operated by 
the United States, without the inter- 
vention of any private corporation.” 

The speaker painted a dreary picture 
of the industrial decline in Idaho as 
the result of legislation adverse to the 
filver-imining industry, and made a 

passionate argument for free coinuge 
of the white metal. 

Hugh Craig of* the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce followed, wit 
an address in favor of the annexation 
of the Hawaiian Islands and the con- 
struction of a Pacific cable 

Delegate Leete of Nevada spoke in fa- 
vor of the unlimited coinage of silver, 
after which the convention adjourned 
till tomorrow morning. 

The convention was unable to reach 
an agreement, and the matter was made 
® special order for tomorrow morning. 
A recess was then taken till evening. 

When the convention reassembled in 
the evening a report was received from 
the special committee appointed to con- 
sider the silver question. The commit- 
tee reported a resolution demanding the 
reopening of the United States mints 
for the coinage of silver as they are 
now open to the-coinage of gold, at 
a ratio of 16 to 1.-The reading of the 
resolution was thé signal for tremen- 
dous applause. 

After it had been agreed that a vote 
should be taken on the silver question 
tomorrow morning Delegate Bruner of 
Idaho proceeded to address the con- 
vention on the resolution reported by 
the committee.

Miss Brooklyn was found dead in her 
room at the LangWan Hotel at 7 o'clock 
this evening. She had taken a dose of 
carbolic acid with suicidal intent. No 
cause is known for the act, but it :s 
said that grief over the death of = 
friend prompted the actress to take her 
own life. She was 31 years old, a na- 
tive of England, and at one time wa: 
married to a man named Presby, from 
whom she obtained a divorce. 

It was ascertained that the cause of 
the suicide was grief over the death of 
Miss Brooklyn’s lover Frederick A. 
Lovecraft. The latter, who was secre- 
tary of the Coney Island Jockey @iub, 
and manager of Palmer’s New York 
Theater, committed suicide last Octo- 
ber by taking carbolic acid and shoot- 
ing himself.

Stacked rifles, cartridge belts 
tilled with ball-cartridges and knap- 
sacks packed for immediate use, were 


conspicuous on the decks of the United 
States warships. The cfficers who were 
seen said they were ready to land ata 
moment’s notice. When asked if the 
landing would be to protect or to fight 
us the reply of the officers of the 
Philadelphia was that no one on board 
knew what orders would! be received. 
The infermation came ‘from Royalists 
in constant communication with you 
that the restoration of the Queen was 
certain and that the United States 
would use force if necessary to ac- 
complish this.” 

In explaining why he accused the 
United States government of unfriendlyi 
actions President Dole cited the fact 
that Willis had refused to forward Hon- 
olulu advices by the Corwin and closed 
by saying: ‘“‘I cannot but believe that! 
the attitude of the United States towar 
Hawaii has arisen through a misunder- 
standing of facts on the part of your 
government and a mutual misappr 
hension of motives and intentions which 
will, I trust, | at an early day be 
cleared away. 

Minister Willis replied to President, 
Dole’s letter on February 3 in an ex 
tremely friendly manner, seeking t 
show that the preparations taken on 
board the ships were solely to prevent, 
disorder. On the arrival of the steamer 
China on February 5 it was rumored 
that Willis had received instructions 
to demand the withdrawal of Dole’s 
charge, but there was no sign that 
such was the case up to the time the 
Alameda left. 

Sickness among the military has for 
the second time caused a ripple of ex- 
citement to pass over Honolulu. The 
excitement in both cases was due to a 
suspicion of foul play. In the first in- 
stance a careful chemical analysis 
failed to disclose the presence of any 
poison, and while this is not conclusive 
as to its absence yet it, of course, 
tended that way.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The Democratic lead- 
ers of the House have under considera- 
' ¢ion the following rule intended to dis- 
courage the practice among Republic- 
ans of refraining from voting on im- 
portant measures, thus compelling Dem- 
ocrats to produce a quorum, “When- 
ever upon a roll-call a quorum fails to 
appear, upon the demand of any mem- 
' ber, the clerk shall certify to a list of 
members not voting on such roll-call 
to the sergeant-at-arms, who shall de- 
duct from tthe monthly compensation 
of each member so failing to vote the 
‘amount of his salary for one day; pro- 
vided, that this deduction shall not 
be made in case a member is absent by 
leave of the House.”’ 7 

This rule simply carries out the pro- 
visions of the law which says the sal- 
ary of members absent, except on ac- 
count of sickness, ‘shall be deducted 
‘during the time of absence. Hereto- 
fore, however, the sergeant-at-arms had 
. no way of officially ascertaining the ab- 
. gence of any member. It is thought 
. that the loss of pay for a failure to 
vote would put a stop to the practice 
of refusing to respond when called on 
to vote. 

The debate on the Bland Seigniorage 
Bill in the House was characterized by 
geveral strong Democratic speeches 
against the measure. Mr. Bland has 
given up hope of reaching an agreement 
to close the debate by unanimous con- 
sent, and tomorrow will move to close 
the debate. As the opponents of the 
bill will decline to vote, it will require

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.) SENATE.— The

SAMOAN AFFAIRS. 


The Natives Will Not Yield Up Their Guns 
Without Bloodshed. : 

APIA (Samoa,) Jan. 29.—(By~ Cor- 
respondence Associated Press, via San 
Francisco, Feb. 15.) Samoan affairs 
have quieted down and tranquility 
reigns. The government is considering 
the question of disarming the natives 
but this cannot be accomplished with- 
out bloodshed. The so-called rebels 
argue that firearms were introduced 
by whites who have become rich by 
their sale, and that if the government 
pays for the arms which are confiscated 
the natives will only be paying for 
them twice. Chief Justice Ide has suc- 
ceeded in getting the rebels to submit 
their complaints to him and they 
promise to abide by his decision. Dis- 
arming is the only grievance of the 
natives that they will not submit to 
— if force is used bloodshed will re- 
sult. 

The measles epidemic has been suc- 
ceeded by an epidemic of influenza 
which has carried away many old peo- 
ple and infants. 

The Samoan Land Commission is 
making rapid progress and if the time 
is extended until June, its labors will 
be completed to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. The feeling against the 
present tripartite system is becoming 
stronger and it is thought that an- 
nexation to one of the great powers 
will be asked for, or that one of the 
three will act as mandatory” of the 
three and so prevent the complica- 
tions which are constantly arising. The 
government treasury is again empty 
and the natives decline to pay taxes be- 
cause the money is not expended to 
their liking.

CAMBRIDGE (Mass.,) Feb. 15.—(By 
the Associated Press.) President Eliot 
has touched off a veritable bombshell 
in his annual report where he touches 
upon the subject of athletics. He pro- 
poses three radical changes, as fol- 
lows: First, no freshman shall be al- 
lowed to participate in any inter-col- 
legiate event. Second, nobody to be al- 
lowed to compete more than one year in 
any line of the inter-collegiate athletics.

For a great while the president has 
been declaring his opposition to inter- 
collegiate athletics. At the Phi Beta 
Kappa dinner last spring he declared 
himself opposed to them. This is de- 
clared to be the most unpopular move 
the president has ever made, and there 
is a strong movement to call a mass- 
meeting which will protest against the 
president’s proposed changes. The in- 
dignation of the students appears to 
be general.

Da Gama Will Probably Die—Rebels Advanc- 
ing by Land. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Feb. 15.—(Copy- 
righted, 1894, by Cable and Associated 
Press.)

4 PRINCESS FINED. 


A French Rultng in the 
Colonna Case. 


The Children Ordered Into an 
Aunt’s Custody. 


Their Mother May See Them on 
Sunday and Thursday. 


No Power to Try the Suit Against the 
Prince—A Decision That Carries 
a threat — John 
Mackay, Jr. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

PARIS, Feb. f5.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) Fourth Civil 
Chamber has declared the French 
courts incompetent to try the suit of 
Princcss Colonna against her husband 
for a legal separation and the custody 
of her children, and the Chamber also 
made an order giving the children pro- 
visionally into the custody of their 
father. 

The court says that in a suit of this 
kind the Prince is actionable only in 
Naples, and that it will be necessary 
for the courts in that city to settle the 
question of the temporary care of the 
children of the marriage pending final 
decision there 

In the preamble attached to the judg- 
ment the court recites that the chil- 
dren were temporarily confided to the 
care of the Princess on the condition 
that the Prince be allowed to see them 
, three times a week. The Princess had 
violated the decisions of justice and 
had prevented the Prince from seeing 
the children. The Princess has now 
executed the project of abduction, 
which she audaciously attributed to her 
husband. The order appointing the 
Princess temporary guardian of the 
children is withdrawn and the Prince 
is ordered to be guardian, It is ordered 
that the children be placed in care of 
their aunt, Princess Stigliano, of Paris. 
Princess Colonna will be allowed to 
visit them on Sundays and Thursdays 
at from 2 to 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 

It is further ordered that the children 
be handed over to tthe Prince within 
twenty-four hours, and, in the event of 
failure to comply with this order, the 
Princess will be fined [£.300 daily for 
three months... If at the end of three 
months she continues to disobey the 
order, the court declares that it will 
take stronger measures to enforce the 
mandate. The Princess is condemned 
tO pay the costs of action. 

A FINE INEVITABLE. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Regarding the 
cable dispatch concérning the Princess 
Colonna’s suit, John W. Mackey, Jr., 
said the decision made no change what- 
ever in the situation; that the family 
of the Princess had nothing further to 
say in the matter, after the statement 
made by the Princess Colonna on last 
Monday: after her arrival in this city 
from France, with her three children. 
The Princess then stated her reason for 
leaving France was that she had 
learmed of a plot upon the part of her 
husband to tuke one of her childrén’ 
from her. 

The Princess, of course, cannot at 
|} once comply with the court’s order, 
she being now in this country with the 
children. The fine fixed for fatlure to 


care must, therefore, be imposed at least 
lor the length of time necessary for 
her to return with the children to Eu- 
rope, if she is so disposed.

Rev. Anna 
Shaw opened the\service with prayer, 
followed. by a brief speech by Miss 
Anthony. 

Then the Executive Committee re- 
ported, recommending that atiention be 
specially directed to New York and 
Kansas, Where tne question of woman 
sulirvage will come before the people at 
Une next election. Mrs. Lillie Blake of 
New York and Mrs. Laura Johns of 
Kansas reported the outlook for suc- 
cess was favgraple.

Edward Rassner Commits Suicide at an Early 

Hour This Morning. | 
. Edward Rassner, a Frenchman, and 
apparently a stranger in the city, com- 
mitted suicide at the Europa House, 
corner of Commercial and Los Angeles 
streets, at 2 o’clock this morning, by 
taking strychnine. Rassner went to 
the hotel about 11 or 11:30 o’clock, and 
asked for a room, He was assigned 
to No. 25.

Iie had taken forty grains of the pol- 
son from a vial originally containin 
sixty grains, and the twenty grains 
were found in the cup from which he 
drank. There were no papers on the 
body, and only 20 cen'ts was found in 
the. pockets. The remains were removed 


to the undertaking rooms of Garrett & 
Samyon.

DEMMING'S CRIME. 


His Method of Burglary 
Was Bold. 


Trial of the Burkhart-Wimert 
Damage Suit. 


The Grant Jury Once More Settles 
Down to Work. 


Judge McKinley Commits a Colored Insane 
Woman to the Highlands Asylum— 
News Notes Gathered About 

, the Courts. 


In Department One yesterday Judge 
Smith and a jury were engaged in hear- 
ing the case of People vs. Henry Dem- 
ming, the charge being burglary. 

On the night of October 21 last, the 


store of Elijah Moat, at No. 401 South } 


Broadway, was broken into and a 
watch, pistol and several other arti- 
cles were stolen. The burglar had 
broken a hole in the window-pane, and 
reached through to where the watch 
and pistol were kept. No one heard 
any noise, and at first the detectives 
could get no clew to the identity of 
the operator who had com- 
mitted the theft.: One day a detective 
noticed Demming;“and, not liking his 
appearance brought him to the station. 
Before this, the watch stolen from 
Moat’s had been found in a pawnshop, 
and the description given by the broker 
of the man who pledged it with him 
corresponded accurately with that of 
Demming. The latter protested his in- 
nocence very strongly, but upon being 
searched a short iron bar was found 
carefully concealed under his vest, and 
this alone warranted his being held to 
await an investigation. Subsequent 
developments established the fact that 
Demming was undoubfedly the man 
who committed the burglary. The hole 
made in the window was just such a 
hole as would be produced by striking 
the glass with the iron bar found on 
Demming, and farther than this the 
man admitted’ having pawned the 
watch. He endeavored to account for 
his possession of it by saying that he 
had purchased the timepiece of a man 
whom he met on the street, but the 
tale bore the unmistakable marks of 
falsity on its face, so contradictory 
were some of the statements made by 
the prisoner. At any rate, he was 
held to answer in the Police Court, and 
yesterday appeared for trial in Depart- 
ment One. In the evidence offered the 
testimony given in the lower court was 
repeated with but little variation, and 
was just’ as conclusive as that pre- 
sented formerly. The defense made 
but a poor showing; the case being 
closed to the point of arguinent last 
evening, It will be concluded today. 
THE GRAND JURY. 

The grand juty have held two ses- 
sions since their organization but as yet 
have not reached the main business to 
be brought before them. They have 
named E. E. LeFebre as an expert 
to examine the books of county officers 
and expect to take up the latter inves- 
tigation at once. It is understood that 
they will use much the same evidence 
as that compiled and presented to 
their predecessors, and it is also inti- 
mated that some members of the late 
body will be called as witnesses. 

BURKHARTS DAMAGE SUIT. 

The case of M. H. Burkhart vs. the 
Witmer Bros. Company was’ still on 
trial. yesterday in Department Five 
when the court’ ceased labor for the 
day. The cause of action has already 
been outlined and scarcely needs to be 
repeated. In the year 1892 Burkhart 
operated the Cahuenga Valley Railroad 
under a lease from the witness for 
some little time. Finally the latter dis- 
possessed him of the use of the property 
on the alleged ground that he was not 
caring for it in the manner agreed 
upon and for the further reason that 
he had never paid anything on the con- 
tract. Burkhart claimed that he was 
living up to all agreements when ousted 
from the management of the road and 
now asks the court to award him dam- 
ages in the sum of $12,000. 

AUTHORIZED A BIG LOAN, 

In response to a formal petition filed 
in the Circuit Court yesterday, in the 
case of the Mercantile Trust Company 
ve. the Atlantic an@ Pacific Railroad 
Company, by the receivers of the de- 
fendant corporation, Judge Ross in 
chambers issued an order authorizing 
the petitioners to borrow the sum of 
$250,000, at 6 per cent, and issue receiv- 
ers’ certificates therefor, for the pur- 
pose of paying overdue taxes and 
wages. The same p@tition had  pre- 
viously ‘b@en filed and granted by 
Judges N. C. Collier of the District 
Court of New Mexico and J. J. Haw- 
kins of the Circult Court of Arizona. 

THE DEFENDANTS DISCHARGED. 

When the second case against Chris 
L. Hargitt and Henry Monahan, 
charged with having impersonated 
United States officers for the purpose 
of blackmail, was called for trial by 
Judge Ross, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court yesterday morning, their 
counsel, H. T. Gage, Esq., moved the 
court for leave to withdraw the pleas 
of not guilty heretofore entered for cli- 
ents, and substitute therefore those of 
former acquittal and once in jeopardy. 
There being no objection to this proced- 
ure, leave was granted and the defend- 
ants were thereupon diseharged.

Streets.

The total amount of.damages and ex- 
penses is estimated at $4177.72.

The widening changes the width’ of 
the street from sixty to efghty feet. 
It will be remembered that proceedings 
for the widening were instituted about 
three years ago.

DESTROYING A GREAT INDUSTRY. 


On several occasions during the past 
few months we have referred to the 
high importance of the beet-sugar = 
dustry in this State, and have ex- 
pressed the hope that Congress would 
not cripple that industry by injudicious 
tariff legislation. While, however, the 
beet-sugar industry in Southern Cali- 
fornia would be seriously crippled 
should the bounty be removed and no 
import duty established, it might sur- 
‘vive, as the profits of beet-sugar mak- 
ing in this State, owmg to our genial 
climate and fertile soil, are very large. 

There is another great Californian 
industry of equal importance, which is 
threatened and in danger of being not 
only crippled but totally destroyed. 
We refer to the wool-growing industry, 


and we very much fear that it can. 


never more be said in California, in the 
language of the Spanish proverb, 
“Wherever the foot of the sheep 
touches the land turns to gold.”’ 

Many Southern Californians, who 
have come to live in this section during 
the past ten years, have little concep- 
tion of the importance of this industry. 
Around the cities the land has been cut 
up into orchards and vineyards, and 
the sheep men have been driven further 
back into the mountains. Yet the wool 
product of the State for 1893 is esti- 
mated at 35,000,000 pounds, of which 
about 10 per cent. was Fs mage in 

hern California. In former yeats 
product reached 50,000,000 
and 60,000,000 pounds. 

During the past twenty years a num~ 
ber of flockmasters have spent small 
fortunes in improving the breed of Cal- 
ifornia sheep and’ endeavoring to build 
up the industry. One gentleman who, 
in 1862, had a sheep range on the Santa 
Anita rancho, and who moved his flocks 
into the northerly part of Santa Bar- 
bara county thirty years ago, where he 
has devoted time and money to scien- 
tific and succesful efforts to improve 
the industry, says, in a private letter 
to the editor of The Times: 

“You are no doubt well ac uainted 
with the fact that the business’ of wool- 
growing in this State, so successfully 
built up after long and careful atten- 
tion to improvement in quality and 
weight of fleece, is practically annihi- 
lated—the effect upon us (the firm) be- 
ing to suddenly cut off just about fif- 
teen thousand dollars per annum from 
our net income. . Fortunately 
wool-growing was not our whole busi- 
ness, as for some years past we had 
“heen increasing the stock of cattle on 
our ranches; and probably after an- 
other year we shall turn over all the 
sheep to the butcher—a poor end, in- 
deed, to a career of persistent care and 
heavy outlays to stock California (as 
well as other States) with the best 
sheep the world could produce.”’ 

Such is the temperate yet telling 
statement of a man of large intelli- 
gence, long experience, high character 
and the most perfect integrity. With 
his partners he made himself, years 
ago, one of the famous wool-growers of 
California, and their great flocks*num- 
bering, at different times, from 40,000 
to 80,000 head, were worked up by pa- 
tient skill, close study and _ infinite 
pains, from nothing to be the pride of 
their owners and the admiration of 
every knowing sheep man. The work 
done by these high-class sheep-breed- 
ers in the single matter of ameliorating 
the blood of the plebeian race, by the 
introduction of thoroughbred males into 
numberless common flocks, alone enti- 
tles them to lasting credit and the com- 
mendation of the State. 

The gentleman quoted is only one 
of many in the same line in California— 
leaders in an industry of the first im- 
portance to the world ever since the 
period when man emerged from bar- 
Warism and commenced to clothe “‘the 
human form divine’ in manufactured 
woolens instead of skins and woven 


grass. 

Our California sheep men already suf- 
fer under many disadvantages. The 
| quality of the wool is good enough— 
often superior—but thecharacter of the 
pasture upon which the sheep feed 
and the nature of the soil and climate 
@re such that the fleeces beceme very 
dirty, the loss from dirt and grease 
in scouring merino fieeces somtimes 
reaching as high as 55 per cent. of the 
gross weight. It is, therefore, all the 
herder for ovr 
with wool from other sections, even 
with the present duty. Should this duty 
ibe taken off, as is proposed, it is easy 
to see that the industry would be al- 
most entirely killed as far as this State 
is concerned. The damage which would 
be done by such legislation would, how- 
ever, affect others in this State beside 
the sheep men. Millions of dollars are 
paid out every year in California as 
rent for pasture land. Much of this 
money is so much Clear gain, as most 
of this land could not be used for any 
other purpose. It is.not even fit for 

le. It will, therefore, easily be seen 
how far-reaching the disastrous effects 
Of thie legislation would be. 

It is proposed not only to place wool 
on the free list, but also to make the 
diity very low on manufactured woolen 
goods, This is probably done by the 


Democrats in order to make sure that, 


the Western wool-growers shall have no 
chance to exist. It is difficult to con- 
Geive of any other object. Even with 
free wool, if manufactured goods were 
well protected, the wool men might 
manage to get along after a fashion, 
but with free wool and a low duty on 
manufactured goods, they will simply 
have to go out of the business.

The Inventor of the Cable Road in the 
City. 


A. 8. Hallidie, president of the Cali- 
fornia Wire, Works of San Francisco, 
passed through the city yesterday on 
his way home from Mexico where he 
has been for the past month on busi- 
ness. Mr. Hallidie is the inventor of 
the cable railway System, and is inter- 
ested in a number of enterprises in the 
North. He is also president of the 
steshanics Institute of San Francisco, 
and is one of the regents of th - 
versity of California. Mr. Hallidie ot 
the condition of affairs in Mexico is 
anything but encouraging.

(Printers’ Ink:) When an. amateur 

advertiser looks at his wife's copy of 

the Ladies’ Home Journal of Philadel- 
phia he admits that it is a handsome 
publication. If he is an observer of 
such matters he notes that every mem- 
ber of the family takes an interest in 
it; that it is considered attractive, 
readable and beautiful and is not torn 
up for waste paper, or given or thrown 
away. He notes that it contains many 

advertisements; that they are of a 

good \class; are well composed: care- 

fully placed; well arranged: well 
printed. The idea will be impressed on 

his mind that this paper must be a 

g00d advertising medium. On inquiry 

he learns that it is sold on its merits, 
that no premiums are given with it. 

That it has no coupon system or guess- 

ing contests, but depends for readers 

upon good literature, good art, clearly 
and daintily presented at the low price 
of a dollar a year. His conclusion is: 

“This must be a good advertising me- 

dium! I will put my advertisement in 

it!’ He thereupon inquires the price 
and learns that it is $4 a line-for each 
and every insertion and that, conse- 
quently, his little one-inch announce- 
ment will cost him the enormous sum 
of $672 for the twelve issues that ap- 
pear in a year. The price seems pro- 
hibitive—but is it? Yesterday, perhaps, 
the same advertiser had bargained to 
place his announcement in a _ school 
paper, a publication in which his son 
was interested. It had a monthly out- 
put of 500 copies; and a derisive smile 
had passed over our advertiser's face 
as he learned that the young publish- 
ers would carry his ad a whole year 
for $2.50. His feeling was that the 
boys were not asking enough, and 
that, if he could always advertise at 
that rate it would be indeed reasonable 
to hope to make a fortune by advertis- 
ing. AS this advertiser feels, so feel 
advertisers generally. li will be inter- 
esting to examine into the soundness 
of his conclusions: $2.60 for 500 copies 

is equivalent to $5 for $1000, $50 for 10,- 

000, $500 for 100,000 or $5000 for 1,000,000 

copies. At this rate the Ladies’ Home 

Journal's 700,000 subscribers would ren- 

der cheap service at $3500 a year. Yet, 

all thought of using it had been aban- 
doned because it seemed dear at $672.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb, 13, 1894.— 
I propose to tell the readers of The 
Times a little more about what South- 
ern California is doing at the fair, then 
take them with me for a glimpse at 
foreign displays in the grand palace of 
Manufactures and Liberal Arts, and, 
after this, share with them the impres- 
sions which this Midwinter fair 
has made upon me. It ‘has been 
a new lesson in my life, and 
it will be such to many another. 
As I have stood-in the Mechanical Arts 
Building and seen the machinery 
constructed by § the patience and 
skill of human invention, and watched 
the wonderful precision of its action 
and the marvels which it accomplishes 
under the impress which mind has left 
upon it, I have said what a grand 
thing it is to live in this golden age of 
the world’s history, and I have won- 
dered where. achievement would end, 


power say to man, 
shalt thou go, and no farther.” 

I have been impressed also by the 
colossal groups of statues which oc- 
cupy the’ Grand Court, and the various 
buildings about it. The bronze group 
which represents the discovery of gold 
in California, which stands in the 
building of Mechanical Arts, is more 
eloquent to me of those days than the 
most stirring histery of them that 
could be written. There is Marshall, 
with outstretched hand filied with the 
yellow metal. The eyes of his compan- 


ions are fixed upon it. The dawn of 
hope is in them, and their faces are 
eloquent with the realization of un- 


spoken dreams, It is the beginning of 
empire, the birthday of enterprise upon 
this sunset slope. Columbus is here, 
too, the hero of this New World, in the 
colossal statue which stands beyond 
the electric tower. If out of those 
strong eyes he could look upon the fair 
world about him, what would his emo- 
tions be? How little he dreamed of 
what he had wrought, or the glory of 
the land which he had discovered! 

And there, in the building of the 
Fine Arts, guarded by those giant 
sphinxes, silent as the dead old past, 
is Miss Hosmer’s fine statue of Isa- 
bella. How little she dreamed that she 
was unlocking a new world with her 
jewels, and paving with them the broad 
highway of civilization. 

And yet there are those who visit 
this fair who do not see all of this, but 
whose senses only are intoxicated with 
the beauty about them. _. 

“One of the best features of this Mid- 
winter Fair is this glurious sunshife,”’ 
is a remark which I heard today fr 
an Eastern visitor at the fair. But 
what wonder that she was enthusiastic, 
coming as she did from a land of bliz- 
zards, with the mercury below zero, for 
a more perfect day could not well be 
imagined—not a cloud visible, not a 
harsh wind astir, and the sunshine of 
a type one finds in a golden day of an 
Eastern June. It was a day to grow 
flad in from the mere fact that you 
were alive. 

I went early in the morning to the 
Scuthern California Building, where 
everybedy’s footsteps seem to turn 
sooner or later. One feature of its at- 
tractiveness is the semi-tropical anv- 
pearance of its grounds. Palms are 
everywhere, with guavas, loquats and 
crange trees, and the glossy foliage 
of the rubber tree. And. here, too, like 


‘tall sentinels, stand the cedar and the 


pine. Everything is at 
everything fiourishes. I discovered to- 
day a beautiful nook of Los Angeles 
treasures that I had unwittingly passed 
hitherto, filled with as magnificent a 
display of fruits and farm produce as 
the world can show. “Peter, Peter, 
pumpkin eater,”’ could here find pump- 
kins large enough to serve his tyran- 
nical purpose, and beets were there 
which beat anything I ever before saw. 
And the nuts, the olives, the raisins, 
and the dates, and all things else that 
we could desire were there in plent'y 
and profusion. Sacramento and other 
northern counties are in advance of us 
now as regards votes for the best 
county exhibits, but when we have 
everything in place let her look out 
for her laurels. 

In manufactures Southern California 
is not well represented. There are some 
fine exhibits of silk culture and manu- 
facture, specimens of yucca _ splints, 
used in surgery; of Catalina’s serpen- 
tine marble, which cannot fail of inter- 
esting, manufacturers. San Bernardino 
has a very fine mineral display in the 
Mechanical Arts Building, which has 
been given a very prominent place on 
account of its excellence. 

There is a magnificent photographic 
display by Steckel and by Schumacher, 
which would challenge photographic 
art to show anything finer. In the art 
of posing Steckel excels. The photo- 
graphs of beautiful Los Angeles homes 
are studied by strangers. There will 
be no longer occasion for strangers to 
inquire, as one did of me, “Have you 
bay windows in your homes? Why, I 
thought they were all adobes.’’ 

The Southern California art room: is 
full of treasures, equaling those which 
fill the Building of Fine Arts. In at- 
mospheric effects, in color and breadth 
some of them are superior. I have not 
space in this letter to go into details, 
but among the fine pictures are those

portrait of cocoons and gilt beads, and 
numerous other articles to delight the 
refined taste of my lady. 

The hotels of Southern California are 
also represented in fine photographic 
views which charm the astonished be- 
holder. ‘“‘There is the place for me to 
stop,’ says one, in viewing beautiful 
Redondo. ‘I like ‘the looks of the Hol- 
lenbeck” is the exclamation which fol- 
lows a glance at the little booklet 
issued by its enterprising managers, 
and so the talk runs on, and, with my 
journalistic eye, I discover anew the 
value of printers’ ink. 

But I must bring my letter to a 
close without telling you of all that I 
have seen today of foreign interest. 
I will reserve that for another letter. 
I will tey what I heard an enthusiastic 
gentleman remark today as he looked 
through our ‘building. “What Italy 
was,” said he, “in the days of -her 
greatest power and grandeur, California

Her environments are the same as those 
which inspired the ancient Greek and 
Roman. The same soft atmosphere of 
sunny uty; the same glory of sky 
and sea; the same mighty uplift, of 
mountains inspiring her sons nd 
daughters to noble deeds and: grand 
achievements. It is only those people 
whom the mountains guard who are 
truly great, and when the work of de- 
velopment so nobly begun is carried 
further on toward completion then we 
may find that the seat of that civil- 
ization which once ruled the world from 
the banks of the Tiber has been trans- 
Planted in greater dignity, in nobler 
achievement, to the shores of the Ovc- 
cident, where shall be seen the noblest 
triumphs of a constantly unfolding 
and maturing civilization. 

The commencement of a new era is not 
often noted by those who see it dawn, 
but it is recognized later from the re- 
sults which grow out of it, and the 
foundations which are afterward dis- 
covered to have their base es- 
tablished within it. So, though 
we may not ~be fully = conscious 
of any change in the fabric of 
our civilization, we shall sooner or later 
discern that out of the great Columbian 
Exposition and the Midwinter Fair we 
entered upon a new life, one in which 
grand ideals have a place, and to which 
the world is laboring to give tangible 
form and permanent expression. 

These great expositions are mighty 
educators, forever pointing to the kin- 
ship of the race, to the similarity of all 
its evolutionary movements, all of 
which are tending to the highest de- 
velopment and the expression, in some 
form, of its noblest ideals.

IS AN EXPERT. 


A Burglar With a Weakness for Eye- 
glasses, 

R. L. Davis was arraigned by City 
Justice Austin yesterday afternoon upon 
the charge of having committed the 
burglary at S. G. Marshutz’s store .on 
North Spring street on the morning of 
February 6 1 ‘and was committed to 
jail in default “of $1500 bonds, to insure 
his reappearance for examination to- 
morrow afternoon at 2 o’clock.
